All  Students  In  Lawmaking  Duties

Legislative  Council  of  Brigham 
Young  University  may  be  com- 
pared with  the  Congress  of  our 
national  government,  according 
to  Quinn  McKay,  student  body 
president. 

The  official  body  representing 
BYU  students  is  the  Legislative 
Council.  All  statutes  affecting 
the  studentbody  must  be  passed 
by  the  council  and  dean  of  stu- 
dents, and  will  go  into  effect  if 
not  vetoed  by  the  Executive 
Council.  However,  as  a general 
rule  each  council  accepts  what 
the  other  does,  McKay  said. 

One  Difference 
One  difference  between  the  na- 
tional government  and  BYU  gov- 
ernment is  that  both  the  Legis- 
lative and  Executive  Council  are 
law-making  bodies  and  each  can 
veto  the  other. 

The  council,  which  formulates 
policies  and  initiates  action,  is 
organized  to  obtain  as  complete 
a cross  section  of  the  student- 
body  as  possible.

Warren  Culpepper  of  the  AF 
ROTC  staff,  Prof.  Eldin  Ricks  of 
the  department  of  religion,  Mer- 
lin Baker,  a senior  in  political 
science,  and  Kyoko  Shibuya,  a 
Japanese  student,  who  had 
friends  Who  were  subjected  to 
the  A Bomb  at  Hiroshima. 

Baker,  who  spoke  first,  stated 
that  while  the  U.  S.  is  still  ahead 
of  the  USSR  in  the  atomic  stock- 
pile race,  Russia  has  enough 
atomic  bombs  to  wage  a nucular 
war.  He  stated  that  the  “U.  S. 
should  tighten  up  its  defenses.” 
He  also  advocated  that  “all  coun- 
tries put  their  atomic  cards  on 
the  table,  for  inspection  by  all.” 
He  also  noted  that  since  Russia 
is  not  favorable  to  inspection  as 
a means  of  control,  the  U.  S. 
must  continue  to  stockpile. 

Miss  Shibuya  pointed  out  the 
tragedies  involved  in  the  use  of 
the  bomb,  and  Professor  Ricks, 
speaking  from  a moral  point  of 
view,  advocatted  the  use  of  the 
bomb  only  in  case  of  extreme 


necessity. 

Mr.  Culpepper,  representing 
the  military,  pointed  out  that 
the  terrain  of  Korea  is  not  suit- 
ed to  the  use  of  nucular  weapons, 
but  he  advocated  the  use  of 
atomic  warfare  in  case  of  attack 
on  this  country.

Korea  Mixup; 
UN  Victory 
Or  Sad  Defeat

It’s  a crazy  mixed-up  world, 
and  Korea  should  prove  it. 

What  started  out  to  be  unop- 
posed aggression  turned  into  a 
police  action,  and  then  became  a 
war.  At  least  it  was  a war  if  you 
count  the  million  or  so  casual- 
ties, the  billions  of  dollars  wast- 
ed, the  piles  of  beer  cans  in  South 
Korea,  or  the  number  of  nations 
involved.  But  speaking  officially, 
it  wasn’t  a war — it  was  some- 
thing else.  It  was  a — ? Well,  as 
yet,  no  one  has  thought  of  a 
word  to  mean  a war  that  isn’t 
a war. 

Victory  or  Defeat

gression, but  didn’t  defeat  the 
aggressor.  The  Communists  did- 
n’t yank  South  Korea  into  the 
satellite  orbit,  but  they  ate  no 
crow  either. 

Now  the  shooting  has  stopped, 
leaving  two  friendly  armies  glar- 
ing across  a neutral  zone.  If 
somebody  happens  to  spit  too  far, 
the  shooting  could  begin  again. 
And  if  the  guns  do  go  back  into 
action,  what  would  be  the  pur- 
pose of  it?  The  same  as  before? 
What  was  that? 

Prisoner  Issue 

Take  the  prisoner  of  war  issue. 
The  truce  was  delayed  for  a year 
because  the  UN  would  not  agree 
that  any  prisoners  should  be 
forced  to  go  home,  if  they  didn’t 
want  to.  More  Communist  sol- 
diers refused  to  go  home  than 
UN  soldiers.  Was  the  fighting  to 
prove  that  a given  number  of 
POW’s  want  a change? 

China  and  North  Korea  were 
branded  by  the  UN  as  aggres- 
sors. At  last,  the  peoples  of  the 
world  should  be  convinced,  now, 
that  Communist  intentions  aren’t 
honorable.  But  are  they?  Not 
since  the  Reds  “proved”  the  UN 
used  germ  warfare.  The  UN 
(especially  the  U.S.)  is  just  as 
bad  as  the  Communists  to  neu- 
trals like  India. 

Does  Make  Sense 
Korea  does  make  sense  to  a 
lot  of  people.  Perhaps  an  Ameri-

It’s  a new  patriotism — to  die 
for  the  United  Nations.

vehicles  in  that  state,  and  those 
who  have  duly  registered  and 
paid  taxes  on  the  vehicle  in 
their  own  state. 

This  registration  may  be  com- 
pleted by  obtaining  a certificate 
from  the  BYU  registrar’s  office 
evidencing  that  the  student  is  in 
good  standing.  The  certificate 
should  be  presented  to  the  Utah 
State  Tax  Commission  (room 
102  in  the  County  building  in 
Provo).  Upon  proper  application, 
the  student  will  receive,  without 
charge,  a non-resident  permit  to 
operate  his  or  her  motor  vehicle 
in  Utah  for  the  current  BYU 
registration  term. 

Every  student  who  is  a resident 
of  Utah  and  every  non-resident 
student  who  is  in  Utah  for  more 
than  60  days  is  required  to  have 
a Utah  Operator’s  License  before 
he  may  legally  operate  a motor 
vehicle  on  the  state  highways. 
This  license  may  be  applied  for 
at  room  101  in  the  County  build- 
ing in  Provo.  The  cost  is  $2.

The  Pioneers  are  a well  bal- 
anced club,  with  a good  ground 
game  and  a very  good  passing 
attack,  Atkinson  said.

About  the  14-7  loss  to  Utah 
State  last  Friday  night,  the  Cou- 
gar coach  said  that  the  Cat  eleven 
was  bound  to  have  an  off-night 
sometime  after  their  sterling  per- 
formances against  four  supposed- 
ly stronger  teams.
